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New Rulings Relative. 
To Mail For 
Men In The Service 


The War Department in coopera- 
tion with the Post Office Department 
will return all mail for soldiers over- 
seas which is improperly or complete- 
ly addressed, it was announced re- 
cently=by Colonel S. D. Ringsdorf, 
District Commander, District No. 1, 
Sixth Service Command, Army Ser- 
vice Forces, 

Colonel Ringsdorf explained that: 

“Effective October 1, 1943, all in- 
sufficiently and incorrectly address- 
ed mail and second class publications 
received at ports of embarkation will 
be returned to the senders without di- 
rectory service being given. In the 
case of publications of the second 
class, only the address portions of 
wrappers will be returned to publish- 
ers,” 

Mail addressed to overseas Army 
personnel must show, in addition to 
the name and address of sender, the 
soldier’s name, rank, Army serial 
number, branch of service, organiza- 
tion, A. P. O. number and post office 
through which the mail is to be rout- 
ed. An example of the proper add- 
ress: 

Pvt. John Doe (19743682) 
Company F 167 Infantry, 

A. P. O. 810, c/o Postmaster 
New York, N. Xe 

According to Colonel Ringsdorf, 
mail to Army personnel within the 
continental United States should be 
similarly addressed, except that the 
inscriptions ‘c/o Postmaster” should 
be omitted,

ITALY: 


New Difficulties ' 


To add to the Allies’ difficulties 
in Italy, heavy rain has slogged the 
countryside, and new burdens ‘have 
been imposed on the lines of com- 
munication bringing supplies to the 
front. 

Because of the inability of motor 
vehicles to operate over the muddy 
and mountainous terrain, the Al- 
lies are relying increasingly on 
horses, burros and mules. But the} 
are finding it hard to obtain them 
since the Germans took most of 
these animals out of southern Italy 
or shot those they could not take, 
and the Fighting French have been 
unwilling to give up the horses, etc., 
they have in North Africa for fear 
of breaking up their mounted units. 

Encouraged by Allied difficulties, 
Nazi Marshal. Kesselring reportedly 
has reinforced his army fighting a 


‘dogged delaying action in the rugged 


country. After retreating from the 
Volturno river line, the’ Germans 
took up positions on the 2,500-foot- 
high Massico ridge, where they were 
beara to make another stand’ be- 

re dropping back to the mountains 
farther north. 


| Try to Maintain M Seals 


On October 17, 1918, Germany’s 
General Eric Ludendorff declared: 
“The tension of the individual man 
has reached a degree which cannot 
be increased.”’ ; 

Not long after Germany cracked 
under the strain, and steely, dynam- 
ic General Ludendorff fell apart with 
the rest. Today, Germany’s Hitler, 
Goebbels and Goering remember 
1918, and the Nazis are working 
feverishly to hold up the people’s 
morale against the Allies’ Shattering 
air attacks. 

Hitler has ordered the construc- 
tion of underground concrete hospit- 
als in battle zones, as well as first 
aid posts and auxiliary hospitals in 
the cellars of the most solid build- 
ings. Newspapers are carrying on 
a concerted campaign to educate the 
people in treatment of. eye injuries 
caused by the heat, smoke, dust, 


glass-splinters and phosphorus clouds 


generated by bombing raids.

"FDR Meets Labor Leaders: . 


Answering labor’s complaint 
against the stabilization of wages in 
the face of 5 per cent increase in. 
the cost of living since last year, 
President Roosevelt promised AFL 
and CIO leaders that the retail prices. 
would be rolled back through pro- 


. ducers’ or processors’ subsidies. 


FDR met with the labor leaders 
even as there were rumblings of 
discontent among the railway unions 
over wage raises. 
ing railway union was kicking be-

Close Observers Change Minds, Express Belief 
President Will Not Be Candidate jf 
War Ends by Spring. |

Taken in the context, it was -im- 


mediately clear that the President 


.| did not delimit the time element in 


this statement and there was no real

when pencils stopped scribbling and 
heads and eyebrows went up at the 
presidential remark. Mr. Roosevelt 
was merely pointing out, in connec- 
tion with the postwar rubber situa- 
tion, that he believed that any “pro- 


| posed tar#ff to protect the synthetic 


rubber plants after the war should 
be vetoed, and he implied that any 
President who vetoed such a meas- 
ure might stir up a lot of opposition 
from the. synthetic rubber manufac- 


-| turers. 


But we have ‘become so accus- 


{ tomed to the idea that Mr. Roosevelt 


himself thinks only in terms of his 
own regime without.time or other 
limitations, that an.expression which 
seemed to indicate the opposite nat- 
urally caused a stir. 

However, it is entirely possible 
that Mr. Roosevelt will not be a can- 
didate in 1944. There are even those 
who enjoy making rash prophecies 
who. are already saying he has made 
up his mind not to run at all under 
any circumstances. This type of 
prediction is accepted in Washing- 
ton as being in that class of guesses 


| which have about a 40-60 chance of 
‘| being right. 


But closer observers who do not 
choose to guess the President’s inner 
thoughts but are thoroughly familiar 


with his manner of-thinking, deduce, 


from what they. believe is past ex- 
perience, that he will not be a can- 


‘didate if.the war is over by. next 


spring. This is contrary to earlier 


prognostications that.his desire to be |. 


President when the. blue-prints for 
the postwar world are being drawn 
would incline him toward running 
for a fourth term. The explanation 
is that he will not run unless he has 
more than an even chance of win- 
ning. 

End of. Conflict 

. Although none of the army or navy 
officers of the top. command will al- 


_low themselves to be quoted as say- 


ing the war will end early in 1944, 
a number of bolder and less con- 
strained military folk are willing to 
say this.is possible. 


It-is interesting to consider that.a 
year ago this summer, when. many 


‘believed that invasion of northern 


Europe by the Allies would be un- 
dertaken by the spring of 1943, few 


people were predicting, even under 


such circumstances, an end of the 
war early in 1944. Take for instance 
a typical comment in a leading peri-

THE SACREDNESS OF 
EUMAN LIFE’ 
LESSON TEXT—Exodus 20:13; Matthew 
§:21-26, 38-45. ; 
GOLDEN TEXT—Whosoever hateth his 
brother is a murderer.—I John 3:15. 


Human life is sacred—and there 
is a very important reason why that 
is true. It is not because of any law 
of man, but finds its foundation in 
‘the fact that God created man in 
His own likeness and image. Be- 
cause that is true, no man has any 
right to take the life of another for 
any cause except at the direct com- 


a mand of God. Only by the orderly 


process of law for the protection of 


% | society and in accordance. with the 


‘Word of God may thete be any such 
action by man toward man. 

Both of these truths are declared 
in Scripture in God’s covenant with 
Noah (Gen. 9:5, 6), which was made 
possibly a thousand years before the 
Ten Commandments were given to 
Moses. , 

One cannot deny that human life 
is held rather cheaply in many 
places today. War helps to create 
that attitude on the part of nations 
which makes them. count boys and 
girls, yes, mere babies, as ‘“‘war ma- 
terial.” ie 

But not only in war is life care- 
lessly destroyed. We decry the 
“slaughter of innocents’ on the 
highway, unnecessary death in in- 
dustry, yes, even in the home. 

I. The Prohibition of Murder 
(Exod: 20:13)... toons 


|="The word “kill” in.this command; 


ment is one which means a violent 
and unauthorized taking of life, and 
is therefore more properly translat- 
ed “‘murder.’’ é 

Not all killing is murder. A man 
may kill another entirely accidental- 
‘ly, or he may be the duly consti- 
tuted legal officer carrying out the 
law of the land in taking the life of 
one who has forfeited his right to 
live because he has slain. another. 

There is also the right of self- 
defense, be it individual or collec- 
tive as in war. But these are the 
only exceptions; let us not attempt 
to justify any other. 

. Murder is more prevalent than 
most. of us suppose. Some years 
ago we were told that there was a 
‘murder every forty minutes in our 
land. . With the general increase of 
crime, and of drunkenness (which 
so often incites murder), the cur- 
rent figures would probably show an 
increase. 
_ Do not forget the deaths, the de- 
struction of life, by avoidable auto- 
mobile accidents. Some of these 
‘were really murder because the one 


responsible drove with defective 


brakes, dangerous tires, or while he 


was. intoxicated. Add to thesé the: 


deaths in industry caused by failure 
to provide proper safeguards or 
healthy working conditions, and by 
the exploitation of child labor, and 
we say that we should cry aloud, 
“Thou shalt do no murder.” 

II. The Provocation to Murder 
(Matt. 5:21,22). . 

Murder finds its provoking cause 
in the heart of man. Our Lord was 
concerned about correcting the de- 
sires rather than to apprehend the 
offender after the act had been com- 
mitted. It is the better way, and 
the more effective one. 

In this matter of murder, Jesus 
cut right through the outward as- 
pects of the matter and pointed out 
that an angry hatred:in the heart is 
the root of all murder. If we hate, 
we have murder in our hearts... Cir 
cumstances may hinder its fulfill- 
ment, but the danger is always there 
until we remove the cause. , 

Just being angry—calling our 
brother ‘‘raca’’ (the modern equiv- 
alent of which is ‘‘nobody there’’), 
and calling him ‘‘thou fool,’’’ which 
classifies him as ‘morally worth- 
‘less’’—these are the three dread- 
ful downward steps to murder. And 
they begin in anger. . 

May God help those of us who 
have strong feelings that we may 
not yield them to the devil in such 
anger against our brother!

HARVEST COMPLETED. WARE- 


HOUSE FACILITIES TAXED 
FO LIMIT 


On the agricultural oa the re- 
cord crop of potatoes is perhaps the 
outstanding acomplishment of far- 
mers this year. Early in the spring 
farmers were asked by the govern- 
ment to increase their acreage of 
potatos. Also price supports and loan 
programs were promised. As a result 
of these efforts farmers have met 
the challenge by the largest acreage 
of potatoes ever grown in recent 
years. The yield per acre has been 
exceptionally high and the quality 
of potatoes extremely fine. 

As of the present time three gro- 
wers of potatoes have exceeded a 
yield of over three hundred bushel

pewas, and Charles. Reidel, Boyne 
City with Green Mountain. Many 
other yields of from 275 to 300 bush- 
el per aere have been noted. In fact 
nearly all of the potato growers who 
used good seed, sprayed adequately 
and fertilized to a reasonable degree 
secured over 200 bushel tothe acre. 
Best of all never before have we en- 
joyed such a wonderful harvest sea- 
son from the standpoint. of weather 
as this year. Many farmers harvest- 
ed their crop. without having to de- 
lay a single day for rain or cold 
weather. Likewise, blight has been 
checked and field frosts were very 
slight.
